Spanish monks came into India 
and established missions and 
about 250 years ago British and 
European missionaries came in­ 
to India. As a result of this, 
about two per cent of India’s 
400 million population are Chris­ 
tians. Of these, one per cent is 
Roman Catholic and the other 
one per cent is divided among 
Bapti.'t, 
Methodist, 
Episcopal­ 
ians, and other protestant faiths. 
As late as 1910 the various 
creeds represented in India re­ 
alized it was necessary to do 
something about 
unifying the 
churches and began searching 
for a plane of agreement. In 
1947 ve\en churches (different 
faiths l got together in Southern 
India and have been working in 
a united effort to bring Chris­ 
tianity into that area. 
India, he declared, is a great 
opportunity and challenge for 
Christianity. Its missions of peo­ 
ple are for the most part poor, 
with the average laborer getting 
about six cents a day for his 
work. 
It is a land wrhere. he said, 
some 
natural 
calamity takes 
place somewhere all the time. 
It is a vast land, he said, and 
there are many ob tacles to ov­ 
ercome. In his diocese alone, 
the Christians number 10.000 in 
100 square miles of territory. To 
serve them he has 25 clergy­ 
men. These Christian workers 
get paid from SI.50 to $6 a 
month.

In other words, it was 
in fact a full financial statement, not a briefed resume 
which leaves the people about as much in the dark as 
they were before they saw it. 
'T^ere are several factors about the city manager 
form of government the people like, but one thing they 
don’t like as well as under the mayor-council form is 
the briefed system of reporting city business. 
-.True, the figures are available to those who wish to 
go to the city hall and seek them out. But how many 
Stizens wlil do that? The facts and figures should be 
taken to the people through the columns of the news­ 
papers, in detail and twice yearly. 
rOTte of the things that makes government less pop­ 
ular in the eyes of the people is a growing tendency 
3n the part of manv in city, state and federal gov­ 
ernments, those on some school boards and in other 
^x-supported institutions, to report as little as pos- 
iible about what is going on. 
♦ In other words, they figure that what the people 
ion’t know won’t hurt them. It is a kind of public- 
Be-damned attitude. 
* This is not to say in this instance that the Warrens- 
Ijurg City Council has such an attitude. We don’t think 
it does have. The council and the city officials for the 
most part are conscientious, service-minded people. 
- But we are confident that a DETAILED report to 
#ie Citizens, twice yearly, informing the people of the 
qity government’s financial activities would be wel- 
qomed with considerable enthusiasm. The people used 
tp get all the figures and they should get them now. 
Not only do they want the figures, they want to 
know the reasons and thinking behind some council 
decisions. Citizens still complain about why they were 
iTOt included on the various moves that led to the dis­ 
charge of the last city manager. They declare that 
the'eouncil members may very well have had grounds 
for^heir action but why were they never fully ex­ 
plained, they ask. 
The city manager form of government is on trial in 
wanrensburg. If a vote were held, the election, in our 
opinion, could go either way. But without a doubt, 
this form of government could win more friends by 
bringing an end to the abbreviated, condensed type 
of* statement and replacing it with a 
DETAILED, 
SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT to the people. 
The city government, we are confident, is interested 
imtrying to make Warrensburg a better community. 
Bot it cannot do so without the support of an IN- 
~ 1ED and active citizenry. And for the citizens to 
®rmed and active, they must be included in all 
goes on.—Warrensburg Star Journal.

An overwhelming m ajority 
the nation’s independent busi­ 
ness proprietors are in favor of 
further restricting the use of 
tlie United States mails to for­ 
eign propaganda organs, C. Wil- 
so.. Harder, President of the Na­ 
tional Federation of Indepen­ 
dent Business, reports. 
In a poll now being taken on 
H. R. 1843, introduced by Rep. 
Jam es B. Utt (Calif.) early re­ 
turns show over 80 per cent in 
favor of this proposal. While the 
final count 
may 
show 
some 
slight variation from this per­ 
centage, the early tally is broad 
enough to indicate a landslide 
in favor of the m easure, Mr. 
H arder said. 
Rep. U tt’s bill would complete­ 
ly prohibit the use ol the U. S. 
Mails to any propaganda of for­ 
eign origin which the attorney 
general’s 
office 
classifies 
as 
communistic. 
Unless this bill is kept bottled 
up in com mittee, it will reopen 
the fight that 
was waged in 
Congress in 1962. In August, 196,

free use of the U. S. Malls, 90 
per cent of the nation’s inde­ 
pendent business proprietors fa 
ored such a restriction.

A great deal of the m aterial 
is pruned in loreign languages 
and the recipients are neavuy 
concentrated among the em i­ 
grants who have come into Am­ 
erica. While little, u any, oi 
the m aterial cads upon tnese 
people to overtnrow tne Am eri­ 
can government, it does attack 
me American jxiiicies as .mjier. 
lalistic, w ar mongenng, and otn- 
er lavored diatnoes oi me Com­ 
munists. 
In the 1962 session of Con­ 
gress, as a part of tne bill tnat 
raised tne postal rates, a lim it­ 
ed restriction was piaced on 
the use ol the mail for commun­ 
istic propaganda. This followed 
u prolonged iignt between Con­ 
gressional supporters arid mo 
adm inistration spokesmen, wno 
took a stand for no controls. 
The m easure, as finally passed, 
gives 
the 
postal 
departm ent 
authority to impound all man 
of loreign origin it determ ined 
by tne secretary of uie 'tre a­ 
sury to be communistic propa­ 
ganda. th e addressee oi sucn 
m aterial m ust be notined or me 
arrivai of such m aterial, and de­ 
livery is only rnacte if uie ad­ 
dressee declares m at ne want­ 
ed the m aterial. ’There is no in­ 
terception oi sealed lirst class 
mail of com munistic country ori­ 
gin to schools, puolic libraries, 
professional institutions and gov­ 
ernm ent agencies. 


Mr. H arder states tha a majo 
apparent purpose oi Uie UTT Bui 
is to clarify the legai status oi 
propaganda ot 
toieign origin. 
'The espionage act ot 181/ out­ 
lawed any mail advocating forci­ 
ble resistance to U. S. laws, 
or treason. The Tariff Act oi 
1930 denied entry to the country 
oi m aterial advocating treason 
or insurrection. 
In 1938, Mr. H arder said, con­ 
cerned over the techniques be­ 
ing used by both the Nazis ana 
the Communists, 
the 
foreign 
agents 
registration 
act 
wa- 
passed. 
This act was amended in 19<*2 
to require that any political 
propaganda sent by a foreign 
agent in the United States to 
be labeled that it was being sent 
by a foreign agent, nam ing the 
foreign principles of the agent. 
In 1940, on request from the 
post office, alarm ed over the 
then increasing flood of Nazi 
propaganda 
pouring 
into 
the 
country, the attorney general. 
Robert H. Jackson, interpreted 
sections of the previously passed 
laws to rule that agents work- 
mg abroad are the equivalent 
of unregistered 
alien 
agents 
working inside the United States 
aqd that on this basis such pro­ 
paganda was barred from the 
mails. 
While im m ediately following 
the end of World War II, appli­ 
cation of this ruling was allowed 
to lapse, with the start of the 
Korean War bringing into the 
country a flood of communistic 
propaganda 
publications, 
t h e 


ruling was again put into use 
by the jiost office until ordered 
to refrain from doing so by the 
present adm inistration.

And the in­ 
creases in retail food prices have 
been less than for most of the 
other goods and services we buy. 
Miss Eads gives special no­ 
tice to m eat prices. In 1950, ’or 
instance, consumers 
pent 5.5 
per cent of their dis) isable in­ 
come for red m eats, and re­ 
ceived 145 pounds of m eat per 
person inexchange. Last je a r, 
however, consumers spent only 
4.6 per cent of disposable in­ 
come for red m eats, and re­ 
ceived s lot m ore — 160 pounds. 
She sums up the situation by 
saying that red m eat prices in­ 
creased only 10 i>er cent in the 
1950 . 60 period while consum­ 
er incomes rose nearly 15 per 
cent.
